local autonomy and a stronger | 
local. voice generally in the de- | 
velopment, of public power facili- 
ties. But in discussing the sub- 
ject once more at his press con- | 
ference yesterday, he dealt spe- | 
cifically with the question of in- , 
creasing power facilities of the 
TVA. 

Eisenhower said he wanted to 
make it very clear that he is not | 
out to destroy TVA, But in other | 
areas of the United States, when 
similar great projects are 
tempted, the local communities | 
should have a greater interest and 
a greater voice in it, he said. 


Cites Recent Argument. : 

As an example of what he. 
meant by the need for a “re-eval- | 
uation” of Federal policies on 
this score, the President cited an 


that inasmuch as the Federal 
Government had a power monop- 
oly in TVA, the surrounding area 
could not expand unless the Gov- 
ernment spends more money 
there in increasing TVA power 
facilities, Therefore, it was con- 
tended, said tHe Presidént, that 
TVA should/be expanded. 

The argument was further 
made, said Eisenhower, that be- | 
cause of cheap TVA power, a 
number of industries from other | 
sections of the country, such as | 
New England, wanted to move to 
the Tennessee valley. But here, | 
the President indicated, lies the | 
paradox: All taxpayers help pay 
for the TVA, but this area would 
be taking industries away from 
other sections of the n. 

This, sald the President, pro- 
videg a curious element in what 
he described, as the socialistic 
theory. His ertire commentary on 
TVA was made in response to a 
question as to what he had meant 
in a recent speech signaling his 
intention to turn back the “‘creep- 
ing socialism” of the last 20 years. 

In substance, the President's’ 
view seemed to de that local de- 
sires and economic interests rust 
be given more weight in the fu- 
ture than any rigid Federal power- 
expansion program, but that he 
personally is not opposed to pub- 
lic power developments of the 
TVA, provided there is no serious 
conflict with local interests, 

Favors Middle Way. 

He summed it up himself, at the 
press conference, when he said 
he favored a middle-of-the-road 
trend. He said he disagreed with 
the socialistic idea that the Fed- 
eral’ Government is the control- 
ling factor in all economic de- 
velopments, 

Shortly after the President's 
views had been expressed, the 
House voted down attempts to 
cut or increase appropriations for 
the TVA. 

By a 153 t6 69 vote, it defeated 
an amendment to cut from the 
1954 TVA money bill $17,800,000 
for two new steam units at exist- 
ing plants in Tennessee. It then 
voted down, 104 to.83, a proposal 
to add $30,000,000 to TVA funds 
for a new steam plant at New 
Memphis. The votes came after 
more than an hour of acrimonious 
debate.

entitled to a trial that hews to the law. 


Justice Doiglas put the. problem fairly when 


he said: 

It is important that the country be pr 
tected agaifist the er plans of s fl 
who would destroy t 

It is also important that before we allow 
human lives to be snuffed out we be sure— 
emphatically sure—that we act within the 
law. If we are not sure, there will 
lingéring doubts to plague the conscience 
after the event. 

‘We do fiot heed to consider the appeals by 
Pope. Pius XII, Edouard Herriot, president of 
the French national assembly, and individuals 
and groups in Belgium, Switzerland, Guatemala 
arid many other places. If a trial is fair and the 
procedure accords with the law, our justice has 
nothing to fear. But a cardinal principle of the 
American way of life is that our trials, particu- 
larly those which involve the death penalty, 
shall be scrupulously true to the law. 

Justice Doyglas should be commended sin- 
cerely, not condemned recklessly, for standing 
firm for law and order in the Rosenberg case.

And 
there could not have 
been a more fitting 
inaugural of interna- 
tional television. 

The centuries-old 
pageantry of the cor- 
onation, the moving 
solemnity atid pomp 
of the service in 
Westminster Abbey 
and the splendor and 
display of the pro- 
cessions were in 
themselves @ spec- 
tacle second to none. 

To these were 
added personal and intimate. glimpses of 
the Queen as she appeared during the 
day so very young, so very lonely and so 
charmingly gay.
